Importance and Accurate Data Death Reports. 

The average man who takes the breeding pure bred 
live stock does not first realize the importance 
keeping accurate records each department his 
The breeding business many these men entirely 
new proposition and their enthusiasm and eagerness 
learn the best blood lines, families, matings and care 
individuals the matters detail keeping accurate records 
the work progresses lost sight of, least many times 
sadly neglected. Another class men who are just beginning 
the pure bred business are those who have for many years 
kept grades and, therefore, are well acquainted with the care 
animals and have doubtless been studying the breed they 
have finally adopted until they are familiar with the leading 
families and other matters interest and why generally 
considered importance regard their favorite breed. 
Notwithstanding the fact, however, that these 
kept cattle and carried business grades where the 
matter record less important, they are often times lax 
and loath consider serious light the matter keeping 
accurate records breeding, etc. cannot emphasize too 
strongly, however, the importance every breeder pro- 
spective breeder Guernsey cattle making his mind that 
the matter detailed record his carrying 
pure bred business other factors which first 
attract the attention more strongly. 

Failure regard this matter can only result disappoint- 
ment and loss the breeder the end. Neglect properly 
identifying calves and setting down dates service and 
birth dates calves has caused many serious losses, for these 
mistakes too often come light some later date when 
too late for correction. 

Several cases similar the following hypothetical one 
sighted have come our attention which emphasizes the 
importance filing death certificates for all animals that die 
are killed and also the advisability sketching photo- 
graphing the animal before burial, sending such sketch 
photo with the death certificate the office The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club. 

breeder had small herd pure breds supply his 
table with fresh, high quality dairy products. Two cows, 
similar appearance, but substantially different markings 
stood side side the stable, one named Sally and the 
other named Betsy. Sally was the favorite the herd though 
Betsy was nearly her equal producer. Both had calves 
nearly the same dates throughout their lives. After Sally 
and Betsy had dropped their second calves, the superintend- 
ent left the place angry mood and refused properly 
identify the cattle for the incoming superintendent. 
owner knows Sally because she has always been the favorite 
the herd and has always stood the third stanchion from 
the left end, but unfortunately the day the owner and 
new superintendent were going over the cows,Betsy and 
Sally had changed stanchions and Sally, therefore, the mis 
take, unbeknown anyone, became known Betsy and 
Betsy was thereafter known Sally. The cows continued 
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take their place breeders and producers the herd, Sally’s 
calves, however, being registered Betsy’s and Betsy’s 
Sally’s. Sally became hurt pasture and had killed. 
She was buried, and little later death certificate was filed 
for Betsy (instead Sally). Betsy continued produce 
milk and calves, and her calves continued registered 
Sally’s. 

Another superintendent came and some one heard that the 
cow known Sally, really Betsy, was very fine cow and 
wished purchase same. The sketch comes into the regis- 
tration for identification but did not tally all with 
the one the oflice for Sally. Correspondence went the 
owner that effect. The owner was sure there could 
mistake because only few pure breds have been kept the 
farm and Sally had always been the favorite. sent 
another sketch the cow sold which tallied with the 
first, but not with the original sketch for Sally. search 
through the files then commenced find sketch with 
which the one sent for Sally agrees. Hours and perhaps 
days later, one fortunately found. The name the sketch 
was found Betsy and the records show her have been 
slaughtered year before, but that she was owned the 
same man who wishes sell the cow known 
mediately the unwitting transposition these two animals 
suspected. All transfers animals any way related 
these two must held up. Correspondence follows for six 
months and perhaps year, and work being held all 
this time because one animal cannot 
long and expensive trip must made representative 
the Herd Register order straighten out the matter. 

The representative finds that the sketch Betsy agrees 
with the cow the barn, known Sally, and cow agree- 
ing with the Sally sketch can found, then the identity 
the two animals would established and records cleared. 
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However, cow found. pictures sketch the cow 
known Betsy, killed year ago, can found and one 
remembers her markings only that she looked much like the 
cow the barn known Sally. The superintendent 
charge the cattle the time the cow known Betsy was 
slaughtered, has left and his whereabouts unknown. What 
must the result? All animals registered progeny 
these two cows must erased from the register and many 
them may valuable Advanced Register animals. Evidence 
seems show that the cows were transposed, but proof 
can found that this so, and therefor, great loss breed- 
ers not fault and the breed whole, has occurred 
which might have been prevented sketch the cow that 
died had been made before burial and sent the office. 

Along this line the following instance interesting. Re- 
cently there was received the office application for entry, 
date birth, 1914. only the regular fee was sent, the 
party was written asking for the additional fee necessary 
for animal not registered before six months age. The 
following was the reply: 

the inquiry will say that the date birth, 
(1914) the application for entry, was not correct. should 
have been 1915 instead have made the correction 
and return you the papers herewith. thank you for calling 
attention this clerical error.

For over forty years this farm has been the hands the 
Fox family being first operated the late Samuel Fox, 
the father E., who before retired from active 
business several years ago, had 
laid the foundation for the de- 
velopment this splendid dairy 
and stock farm. years 
ago, Albert Fox first took the 
active management the place 
and was years later 
his brother, Frank Fox, who 
since his coming has had charge 
and direction the barns and 
portion the farm the western 
end while Albert Fox oversees operations the eastern end 
the farm. 

The first pure-bred females were brought onto the place 
1907 although pure-bred Guernsey bulls had been used for 
many years previous this time.

The manure also conserved this manner and can 
put onto whatever fields need rather than scattered pro- 
miscuously about the pasture the case where cows are 
turned out all summer.

NUMBER NOTABLE DESCENDANTS 


ADY Gemsey 28922 was one the Guernsey cows, 
large proportion whose ancestors are found regis- 
tered Volume the American Guernsey Cattle 

Club herd book, truly American bred animal. She was 
bred Gill Haddonfield, New Jersey, and was sold 
Howard Shivers also Haddonfield, the age five 
years, where the family which described this article has 
been developed.

Sir Champion 38, her sire’s side. glance her dam’s 
pedigree brings light the fact that Sir. Champion her 
great grandsire the dam’s side also, making her carry 
one-fourth his blood, though she three generations re- 
moved from him. Her granddam, her sire’s and dam’s 
side, are out the same dam, making them full sisters. She 
striking example the many great animals find de- 
scended from Imp. Sir Champion, among the more noted 
them being Benjamin 1931 R., the second bull enter 
the Advanced Register; Yeksa’s Prince 1943, who sired 
Yeksa’s Sunbeam the first thousand pound butter cow 
the world; Queen Vashti 6051, one the greatest dams 
the breed; and host others that form the largest portion 
the strictly American bred Guernseys the Advanced 
Register today.

Wisconsin 
can point with pride that was this state that the first 
organization was formed. The story this first community 
breeders association, its organization, what has accom- 
plished and what has meant State and the dairy 
interests this country, reads like fairy can 
picture the meeting those few dairymen around the hard 
coal stove the home John Williams—we can imagine 
some the things that were talked over—the arguments— 
the discussions—the prophecies—the optimism—the doubt- 
ing,—finally the formal meeting,—the election officers, and 
last real community breeders association was organized 
with twelve members Waukesha, Wisconsin. Little was 
heard the Association for the first two three years. 
They were growing and feeling their way. The Agricultural 
College was helping, Hoard’s Dairyman was giving them 
boost now and then, and your State Dairy Association was 
lending helping hand. To-day, young the Association is, 
organized less than nine years ago, they have accomplished 
wonderful results. The story results and advantages 
this association perhaps old many you and will only 
repeat few figures. The membership has grown from 
twelve nearly one hundred. The members now own about 
two thousand registered Guernsey cattle, about ten per 
cent the registered cattle the United States. Breeders 
Guernseys have been attracted the County account 
the Association, have bought farms, built fine homes and 
farm buildings. The members alone have sold nearly half 
million dollars worth Guernseys and Guernsey products 
during the last year and Waukesha County has rightly and 
loyally earned the title the Guernsey capitol America. 

The 
better homes, better living and the many good times that 
they have had together, discussing dairying. Many 
ing and instructive lecturers have been secured through the 
influence the Association. With such record and history 
success, almost criminal that other communities that 
have number good herds, leave these pass. 
understand that you have county community breeders’ 
association here, but seems that the herds are too 
small and there too much unimproved land this section 


gain the greatest benefit such association has just 
been described. 


want call your attention another form breeding 
center association, which has been little exploited and which 
believe would great benefit the dairymen this 
section. called Breeding Center Bull Association. 
The plan simply this, twenty thirty farmers who are not 
too widely separated, even larger number, depending 
upon the number cows the herds, hold meeting and all 
agree breed certain breed, such Guernseys, Jerseys, 
Ayrshires Holsteins. Then the territory which these 
members live divided into four blocks. will say for 
example that there are eight members block. com- 
mittee elected appointed from the thirty-two members 
this case are instructed buy four bulls, one bull sta- 
tioned each block. The bull kept and cared for some 
member the block, centrally located possible. 
paid certain sum each month for feeding and caring for the 
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bull. The bull remains this first block for two years 
until his heifer old enough breed, when the bulls are 
rotated one block. For example, call the blocks 
and the bull Block moved Block and the 
second bull from Block Block etc. The bulls remain 
their new blocks about two years when they are again 
rotated one set bulls would service about 
eight years. Let stop for moment consider what this 
would mean the difference the amount that would 
expended these thirty-two members for bulls eight 
years compared with the cost the four bulls. Each 
the thirty-two farmers would have have one bull 
average every two years, four bulls eight years, 
times making total 128 bulls. Suppose that the dif- 
ference the cost the bulls and the price received when 
sold for beef $50.00, small breeder generally has beef 
his old bull. This would saving times 128 $6,400. 
Figuring the cost feed for one hundred twenty-eight bulls 
low figure seventy-five dollars each for the two 
years, which conservative, here another saving 
times 128 $9,600, total $6,400 plus $9,600, $16,000 
Figuring the cost the four bulls for the breeding circuit and 
their keep for the eight years $3,000, average 
seven hundred fifty dollars apiece, there would saving 
$16,000 minus $3,000, $13,000. These are just estimates 
and round figures, but you can see glance the immense 
saving would mean the farmers the organization 
such association. 

Still another advantage which hard estimate dollars 
and cents the opportunity find out the value sire 
before necessary dispose him. After the first two 
years first shift, the members are position know 
which bull siring the best producing heifers and which the 
poorest. one animal proves too poor sire, can 
sold and another put his place, bull proves 
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exceptionally good sire, can started around the 
circuit the second time, there will likely number not 
all the cows and heifers that could mated with, with 
profit. 


have not the time further into the advantages 
such breeding center. wished merely outline the work, 
not enough members could secured one community 
for four block three block center, breeding circuit 
could organized with even two blocks. The members 
should not too far apart, making the distance the bull 


too great and there should not over forty fifty cows 
each block. 


One the difficulties organizing such association 
the getting enough members agree upon one breed, 
Perhaps the most handicap such association 
are the contagious diseases, such contagious abortion, 
which might arise. 


very successful breeding center has been established 
Milaca, here your State and splendid results are being 
obtained. This association was organized Mr. 
Scribner Rosendale, while with the Department 
Agriculture and the Department now has several men devot- 
ing part their time aiding the farmers the organizing 
these circuits. believe that these associations will gain 
popularity the benefits become better known and will 
play not small part helping raise the low production 
the average cow this country, and thus increasing the 
profits dairying. know place where these breeding 
centers would seem fit more appropriately than here 
these cut-over districts where the herds are small and the 
proposition each farmer purchasing good sire more 
than can afford. believe the hour too late for general 
questions and discussion.

can see possible excuse for dis- 
criminating against the man who 
breeding pure bred live stock, who 
lending his effort and his money the 
improvement the dairy breed, nor 
believe there any possible excuse for 
discriminating against him. the man 
who has $500 invested pure bred 
cow that money just sacred and 
that property just sacred would 
$500 invested five grade cows, and 
might very much more profitable 
and might produce very much larger 
percentage returns. Still the Govern- 
ment penalizes this man and refuses 
recognize the value pure breds, but 
does recognize grades; other 
words, they not pay pure bred 
breeder for his stock, they only pay him 
very small percentage the value 
his stock, while the breeder scrub 
animals gets full value for his stock, and 
usually more than worth. Thus, 
the Government and the State put 
premium breeding when 
comes health, and penalize the pure 
bred livestock breeder. But aside from 
all that, cannot understand any legal 
excuse for the conduct the State 
the Government paying one man 
what his property worth and the other 
man only portion what his property 
worth. They are taking these animals 
for the public good, and not believe 
otherwise than honest and fair, 
and they take one man’s property for 
the public good they should pay what 
grade. believe the Law will compel 
them it, the question ever 
raised.—H. World, June 12, 1915.
